In the Second, you have the Names of the 
preſent Patronszinthe Third the Names of each 
Miniſter, in the Fourth che ſuppoſed Valuation, 
in the Fifth cheir Tenths, in the Sixth theit 
Procurations, in the Seventh, theit Penticotts, 
and in the Eighth, their Synodals. 

Secondly, you have a particular diviſion of 
the whole County according to the common, 
ot civil Juriſdicuon, principally ſeperated into 
Four Diviſious, which is afterwards drawn into 
Thirty Hundreds, and Laſily ſubdivided into 
P.riſhes, Hamlets, and Tychings; all Alpha- 
betically. 

Thirdly, you have an Account of every 
Markee Town, as it lyeth within its Reſpe-

Fourrhly, you have the Deſcription of every 
Church belonging to each Mackie Town, by 
whom, and when, ſome of them were built, and 
to What Saint Dedicated; with an account of 
all Statues, Monuments, Memorials and Coats 
of A-ms contained ia any of them, and to what 
Family they belonged & c. 

Fifthly, To the intent that the Pious and 
Charitable Endowments of all well diſpoſed 
C hriſtians, for and towards the Relief of their 
poor diftreſled brethren, may be publickly te- 
corded to future poſtetity, Ihave here inſerted a 
Catalogue of moſt if not all che Hoſpitals, 
Alms-houſes, Free-Schools, and other good and 
commendable Gifts, bequeathed either to 
Church, or Poor, in any Matket- Town or Vil- 
lage, within this County; with the names of 
each Donour, and how many poor People every 
ſuch Hoſpical or Alms-houſe doth entertain, and 
what weekly allowances, and other priviledges 
they have, and waat every School-maſlter and 
— 78 (if any) have by the Year, and by whom 
paid, 


Sixthly, You have a particular Survey in 
every Hundred, of all Rowan and Merce ian 
Forrifications, Saxon Rampires, and Pariſh 
Camps, wich the ſigni fication of thoſe Piles of 
Rubbiſh Earth, called Barrows, and what hath 
been found under many of them; as alſo your 
Checker-work Pavements, Stouphs, Numiſma- 
ta's, Veins of Ore, Quarries, and variety of 
Solid Stones, ſound up and dovn many places 
in this County &c. 

Seventhly for the better preſervation of the 
Honor, and Antiquity of the Nobility and 
Gentry of this County to further Ages, I have, 
at the end of the Forreſt Diviſion, inſerted an 
Alphabet of all his Majeſties preſent Juſtices 
of the Peace of this County, their Sears and 
Coats of Arms. 

Eighthly, At the end of Kiga, Diviſion, 
you have the Names, Seats, and Coats of Arms, 
of all the High-Sheriffs, and Knights of the 
Shire, that have been in this County ſince His 
Ma jeſiies moſt happy Reſtauration. 

Ninthly, at the end of the Seven Hundreds 
Diviſion, you have an account of the Names, 
Seats and Coats of Arms of all the Knights, 
Barroners, and Knights of the Bath, belonging 
ro this County, and when moſt of them were 
either, Doub'd, or Created. 

Tenthly for the better Illuſtration of the 
Work, have at the end of Bark/ey's Di- 
viſion, Names, Seats, and Titles of Ho- 
nor appertaining tothe greater Luminaries of 
the County viz. the Viſcounts, Barons, Lords, 
Earls, Ma and Dukes,gradually rapked, 
according to their Aſcending Qualities, with 
their Shields of Honor, Mantlings, Supporters, 
and Motro's, diſplayed by ptetious Stones. 

Eleventhly you have a ſmall Tract of the 
Military juriſdiction, and Diſcipline of this 
County; to Which is annexed a Liſt of all His 
Majeſties Commiſhoned Officers that nov are, 
according to their ſeveral places of Command 
in a Regimental Order.
